THURSDAY, DECEMBER 10 

Pacific Theatre: Prime Minister 
John Curtin in a speech to the 
Australian parliament, gave the 
first official statement on United 


Nations plaus for prosecuting the 
war in two hemispheres at once. 
He said that Prime Minister 
Churchill and President Roose- 
velt had decided even before the 
fall of Singapore that Germany 
had to be defeated before Japan. 

Australia, therefore is in a 
holding position and must (with 
its American allies) hold. the 
Japanese off until the maximum 
Allied strength can be concen- 
trated.

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A Chance to Help 


There are more soldier patients in the 
military ward of the University hospital 
now than has been usual in past years, 
about 150 of them. They come from all 
branches of the fighting forces in the for- 
mer great war and the present one, and 
there are Allied as well as Canadian ser- 
vice men in the cots, 

If Christmas cheer is to be provided on 
as good a scale as in former years, the Not 
Forgotten fund will therefore have to be 
larger than usual. The amount per man 
Spent in this way has never been excessive, 
never in fact more than enough to supply 
a fitting “token” of remembrance. The 
Sum available per patient should not this 
year fall below the average. 


Never since the fund was started has 
so much money been in circulation in the 
city, nor have so large a per centage of its 
people been regularly employed at good 
wages. To build up the fund to the larger 
amount required does not involve, or 
should not involve, a heavier demand on 
regular subscribers. New contributors, 
without feeling the expense, can easily 
take care of the extra margin needed. 

This situation is a challenge to those 
who have not been contributors in past 
years. A challenge which extends a 
privilege. To have a part in reminding 
these stricken men of the fighting forces 
that they are Not Forgotten is a great 
satisfaction, as well as a duty.

He Would if He Dare 


If anyone had doubts on the subject, 
General Francisco Franco has explained 
where his sympathies lie and why he isn’t 
doing anything to back them up. He is a 
totalitarian still, an enemy of “liberalism 
and all it represents”, though he is not do- 
ing anything about it at present because of 
circumstances which are beyond his con- 
trol. 

The governing circumstance of course 
4s that Spain is still paralyzed by the dis- 
tress he helped to bring upon it by start- 
ing a civil war and wading to power 
through the blood of his countrymen. So 
paralyzed that it is militarily impotent and 
its people only able to eat because the Al- 
lies let food-ships pass through their 
blockade lines, 

Hence, says Franco, he is acting in 
conformity with Spanish traditions, with- 
out bothering to specify which of the 
much-mixed “traditions” he refers to. 
What he means is that he is sitting on the 
fence as Mussolini did, waiting for a time 
when back-stabbing may seem to offer a 
chance to grab some spoils. 

The speech is very timely. It is a re- 
minder to the Allies, if they needed one, 
that the blood-drenched autocrat at Mad- 
rid will bear watching. His military power 
is not great, but his capacity for treachery 
is not to be doubted. He is neutral only 
because he dare not line up with his affili- 
ates. That is what his speech means to 
Hitler, and what the Allies must also take 
it to mean. 


V. 
The French Ships 


The arrangement made with Admiral 
Darlan is construed to mean that the 
French warships and merchant vessels at 
Dakar are to be joined to the fighting and 
transport forces of the Allies, though none 
of the despatches seems to be very positive 
on the point. 

How many merchant vessels are at 
that port has not been announced. The 
number is no doubt considerable and may 
be large. Large or small, the added car- 
riers are needed, and will be useful. 

The warcraft there include one battle- 
ship, which may not be immediately ser- 
viceable, half a dozen cruisers, quite a 
number of destroyers, and a still larger 
number of submarines, Allied use of these 
fighting ships would off-set Laval’s gift 
of twenty surviving Toulon warships to 
the Axis. 

The potential value of both classes of 
ships is greatly increased by the possibility 
that Dakar may be made the port of entry 
for supplies moving to North Africa and 
the Middle East. In that event transports 
can make more trips per year than over 
the longer routes now followed, and fewer 
patrol ships will be required to guard 
them. 

The warships at Toulon cannot be of 
much use to Hitler until German crews 
have been trained to operate them; as he 
will hardly take the risk of sending them 
out with French crews aboard. The ships 
at Dakar are manned by French sailors 
and most of them ready to put to sea on 
short notice. That difference is also im- 
portant,

The Food Supply 


Canada should produce more food next 


year. So those attending the conference 
on agriculture at Ottawa were told by Hon. 
J. G. Gardiner. Not more wheat, but more 
hogs, butter, cheese, beef, eggs and other 
eatables. 

The demand for these, the Minister 
said, will be greater in the fourth year of 
war than it has yet been. In respect to 
some of these products Canada has made 
commitments upon which the people in 
Britain are dependin And, as household- 


ers know, some of these things are far 
from plentiful in Canada at present.

nor can it be done by 
machines alone. Human labor is also re- 
quired, and this is scarce. Without more 
farm help greater food production is just 
something that “can’t happen here.” 

The remedy is very simple according to 
a good many politicians and an imposing 
array of writers and speakers, All that 
need be done, say these authorities, is to 
pick out the required number of men, tell 
them to go work on farms, and make them 
do it. 

Did these prescriptionists, one wonders, 
ever work on farms, or ever try to run 
farms with “help” that didn’t want to be 
there? Do they know that an amateur 
farm-hand can make a cow give less milk 
day by day until she no longer pays her 
keep? Or so handle hogs that they will 
waste feed and lose weight at the same 
time? 

Farming, particularly in the branches 
where increased production is most need- 
ed, is a business requiring knowledge and 
experience. Maybe the more likely rem- 
edy for the farm help shortage is to release 
farm boys from the fighting forces, and 
induce experienced farm laborers to quit 
war industries and go back where they are 
needed even more. 

If Canada is to produce more food we 
will have to get more food-producers on 
the job; and not every one who might be 
picked at random can qualify as a food- 
producer.

And 
since the snowfall, not one member 
of the family has done a tap, They | 
have even refused to carry their 
own stovewood into their house 
and, to prevent a tragedy, the! 
farmer himself has had to perform 
that service. 

Since the Japanese would do 
nothing about the farm, the farmer 
was compelled to keep his young 


form necessary duties. The Japan- 
ese son, of course, is supposed to 
be luxuriating in an Edmonton 
school. 

The farmer made representations 
ot the R.C.M.P, in an effort to rid 
himself of the brown-skinned in- 
cubus and, my informant says, this 
distinguished family has been 
given permission to live in Ed- 
monton, 


Something Wrong 


Now I am not prepared to veuch 
for ail the details of this story. 
But, in substance, it is true. 

My questions are these: 

How many times has this experi- 
ence been repeated in Alberta? 

How many of these people are 
gradually filtering into this prov- 
ince and into this city without the 
knowledge of the general public? 

How many of them, like the gang 
inflicted on the farmer, are deter- 
mined to become charges on the 
community without making an 


|effort to help themselves? 


For the attitude illustrated in the 
incident I have described gives 
rise to the suspicion that there may 
very likely be a concerted resolu- 
tion among these unwelcome 
guests to make their Canadian 
hosts pay dearly for daring to 
make war on his imperial im- 
potency, the buck-toothed emperor 
of Japan. 

Certainly there is something 
wrong with the system somewhere 
when even one insolent hutchful 
of these people can quarter them- 
selves on a hard-worked farmer for 
months.

Remember to Feed the Birds 


Feathered Guests Won't! 
Stay if Food Is Hard to) 
Find 
By MARY ALICE QUAYNE 
Up to the time of the heavy snow, 

birds which remain in northern Al- 

berta for the Winter months, fare 
fairly well on berries, bark insects | 
and such grubs as they can find. 

But if they are to remain about, 
provision must be made for their 
feeding if not for housing them. 

When the supply of berries and 
seeds was plentiful was the time! 
to establish feeding trays and suet 
holders just to let the birds know} 
where they were. However, if you! 
didn’t include your feathered) 
friends in your planning for winter 
it is not too late to begin now. 

All birds consume many times 
their own weight in food every day. 
And if food isn‘t easily available 
here they will be forced to wing 
their way to places where they will 
have less trouble in their ever 
urgent quest of food. 

The robin’s platform which is so 
useful during the nesting season, is 
ideal for a feeding station. Be sure! 
that it has several suet holders, as | 
that is a very important article of 
their winter diet. 

If you didn’t have such an ar- 
rangement, I would suggest a 
simple rack similar to a miniature 
corn crib that is suspended from a 


with holes at intervals along its 
length to hold suet, appeals to smal) 
birds whose habits are to climb up 
and down and around tree 
branches. A natural feeding stick is 
the broken branch in which suet 
has been pressed into the cracks 
and crevices of the bark. This ap- 
peals to some birds whose habit is 
to carry off food and put it into 
crannies for future use. 

Water is as important as food to 
birds in Winter. However, snow 
does very well as a substitute. If 
there should be a time this winter 
but I don’t think we will be free 
from this snow until late spring, 
when there is no snow in freezing 
weather their water supply becomes 
a serious matter. So any supply 
of water maintained for birds must 
be changed frequently when ice 
forms upon it. 


Another convenience the birds 
will appreciate is the provision of 


|ashes, gravel or sand, when snow 


covers the places where the mater- 
ial is usually found. Ashes, gravel 
or sand is necessary to the work- 
ings of their digestive stytems. 
The more natural the feeding 
place, the better the birds like it. 
The rustic hopper and feeding tray 
of dark painted wood are readily 
visited by birds that are usually

FROM BRITAIN TODAY { 


War has abolished bad things 
as well as good. We are thinking 
differently. The war has shaken 


us out of routine, and abolished 
many illusions which inhibited the 
human mind and retarded pro- 
gress. It has taught that within a 
wide range of human activity there 
is no such thing es the impossible; 
that unemployment. which we were 
too prone to regard as incurable, ; 
can be swept away in a year when) 
the state is bent upon using the 
services of every able-bodied citi- 
zen, National expenditure has 
been incurred on a scale which at 


any previous time would have 
been expected to lead to bank- 
ruptcy. 

Under the conditions of war, 
when shipping splice must be 
economized and the population 


must still be fed, it has become im- 
perative to secure the maximum 
that the land can produce regard- 
less of cost. Agriculture, so 
gravely depressed before the war, 
is now more flourishing than it has 


been at any time for half a century, 
and the government and the na- 
tion have resolved that the main- 
tenance of British agriculture 
shall be a major plank in the post- 
war program. 

What can be done in wartime 
can be done in peacetime, though 
the objectives will be different. 
Under war conditions in Britain 
consumption goods are provided 
for the whole population on a lim- 
ited scale, All the rest of produc- 
tion is to feed the war machine. 

The war shows that there is no 
need to think in terms of limited 
markets; and since what is pos- 
sible in war is not impossible in 
peace, the people of Britain have 
made the same resolve as the peo- 
ple of the United States—that 
henceforward their producers will 
think in terms of the practically 
inexhaustible needs of consumers 
for the necessities and simpler 
comforts, and plan in co-operation 
with friendly countries to promote 
an ever-expanding, outward and 
inward flow of goods.

The principal cause of prolapsus 
is weakness of the abdominal mus- 
cles. Unless special attention is

The result of this weakness is 
that the stomach, which should be | 
located just under the ribs, approxi- 
mately in the centre of the abdo- 
men and above the navel, slips 
down until perhaps it reaches the 
very basin of the pelvis. The large 
and small intestines share in this 
downward sagging. When the colon, | 
or large bowel, is affected with any | 
severity, its transverse portion
